How they live on $3,000 a year 


They aren’t kicking—$120 a week is more money than they 
ever thought they’d have coming in. But with five kids, 

you shop the sales, pick cherries, give “‘butch” haircuts, 
and use home permanents. If you’re good with rod or gun 
you might have pheasant or trout occasionally

EDITOR’S NOTE: Have you ever wondered how 
other families spend their money—how their expendi- 
tures for food, clothing, and housing compare with 
yours? This is not a budget article; it 1s an intimate re- 
port on how an anonymous—but real—family, chosen 
at random, spends its money. In a succeeding article, 
Better Homes & Gardens will show how a family in 
the $10,000-a-year bracket lives. 


A rather short, broad-shouldered man in his 
30’s with the deeply bronzed face of an outdoor 
worker, Jack W. earns what he once would have 
considered a princely income. 

“When I was in my teens,” he says, “the only 
people whose salary ran into the three figures 
weekly were the local banker and factory owner. 
They were the successful men in the town. Why, 
back in those days, I would have hired myself 
out for life for $100 a week.” 

In the past decade, as a carpenter in a small city 
of about 18,000 population in central New York 
State, Jack has almost quadrupled his wages well 
into the three figures. At $3 hourly for the 40- 
hour week, plus overtime, he draws down $120- 
plus weekly. Of course, weather and overtime 
being equally uncertain, his actual income on a 
yearly basis is somewhat less, fluctuating around 
the $5,000 mark, give or take a few hundred 
dollars either way. 

That is still about $100 weekly, but like mil- 
lions of others in his age-and-income bracket, 
Jack finds himself in a puzzling economic situa- 
tion. Moneywise, he feels, he should be well off. 
The bills and the sketchy budget he keeps tell 
him otherwise. 

At the same time his wages have been soaring 
beyond his dreams, living costs have been soar- 
ing, too; and, you might say, his family has 
quintupled. He and his pretty brunette wife, 
Anne, now have five children, three girls and 
two boys, ranging in age from 4 to 11. Thus, try- 
ing to make up for the lost war years, gradually 
replacing the cheap makeshifts in household ac- 
cessories which they purchased in the lean, early 
postwar days, he and Anne have had to squeeze 
the pennies hard. 


Thanks to his type of work and outdoor hob- 
bies, Jack has been able to economize drastically 
on clothes. Last time he had to buy a suit was 
back in 1953. If he gets proper wear out of this 
one-and-only, he figures he won’t need another 
till 1962. 

Anne can’t remember the last time she visited 
a beauty parlor in their 12 years of marriage. 
Neighborhood friends drop in occasionally to 
give her a home permanent. They entertain 
very modestly, and though their city boasts a 
dozen fraternal organizations, Jack belongs only 
to the Veterans of Foreign Wars. As an economy 
measure, he long ago gave up smoking two packs 
of cigarettes every 3 days and now uses a pipe. 

For the youngsters, the five birthdays that roll 
around yearly are frugally celebrated. Each 
child is limited to inviting one friend to a little 
family party at home on his or her birthday. 
However, for some reason the family has forgot- 
ten, the eighth birthday is considered a special 
occasion. Then he invites all the friends he wants 
to, and there are balloons and 10 prizes for every 
child. 

Jack considers himself rather lucky, all in all. 

“Things are not the best—nor are they the 
worst,” he says philosophically. “In time, we 
will succeed in raising a family. They will not 
have had the best, but we feel we will have done 
our best.” 

Only one thing annoys him somewhat. “Some 
say we have too many children. But to us, each is 
a billion dollars’ worth of love that can never be 
bought in old age. After they grow up and are 
married, we can plan for ourselves.” 


Jack and Anne live on the first floor of a two- 
family house on a side street and pay less than 
$40 monthly for their six rooms and bath. ‘“‘Rea- 
son is, my mother-in-law owns the place,” Jack 
says, ‘‘and she is very generous with us.” Actual- 
ly, his mother-in-law told me, Jack has done so 
much skilled carpentry work around the house 
that she feels in his debt. 

From Jack’s $120, the government deducts 
$5.20 Withholding Tax and $2.40 Social 
Security and New York State takes a weekly 30 
cents “disability contribution,” leaving him 
$112.10 take-home. “‘I don’t mind these,” he 
says, “it’s the hidden taxes  [ Turn to next page

that tend to break a man’s back.” 

Besides the rent, he budgets for 
gas and electricity which total $10 
monthly, and for coal. The hot-air 
furnace consumes 9-11 tons yearly 
at $22.50 per ton. He buys a couple 
of cords of firewood yearly at a cost 
of $10 to relieve the spring and fall 
chill. His water bill is $5 every 3 
months. 

Life insurance takes a heavy bite 
each month because Jack carries 
$1,000 policies for each of the chil- 
dren, which they will receive on 
reaching age 21, a policy on Anne, 
and four on his own life. 

His total monthly insurance bill 
is $33.19. His union dues of one 
hour’s pay per month include pro- 
vision for a $15 monthly pension 
after age 65. 

For insurance, he must also 
budget $116 for his car and $32.50 
fire insurance. Every 2 years, he 
pays $8 for polio insurance on the 


children. 


The grandson of a Yankee cabi- 
netmaker, Jack has had wood- 
working in his blood ever since he 
can remember. In his teens, the 
family gave him his grandfather’s 
precious chest of old-fashioned 
hand tools, which turned out to be 
the best, or worst, thing that ever 
happened in his life. 

With the toolbox, he began play- 
ing hooky to go out and work on 
carpentry jobs. For months, he was 
punished almost daily, but finally 
the family gave in and let him quit 
school. 

Like any good craftsman, Jack 
speaks enthusiastically and loving- 
ly of his tools. For rough work, he 
keeps a box of tools which cost him 
$100, but for fine finishing or trim, 
he still uses his grandfather’s chest. 

When work is slack, Jack goes 
outside his trade to bring in a few 
dollars. He does ‘“‘exchange work’”’ 
for local plumbers, electricians, and 
other tradesmen. The work doesn’t 
bring in any cash, but means that 
later he can call on them for free 
work in their specialties. Some- 
times, he does odd jobs for farmers, 
and when the crops come in, he 
will find sacks of potatoes or other 
produce on the front porch. 


= since they were married in 
1944, Jack and Anne have dreamed 
of owning their own home. It was a 
heartbreaker to them a couple of 
years ago when the elderly couple 
next door wanted to sell, and Jack 
just couldn’t swing the $2,000 cash 
needed to close the deal. 

But, in the meantime, during his 
slack periods, he has practically 
torn apart and rebuilt his mother- 
in-law’s house. He erected new 
walls, replaced worn flooring and 
laid a new hardwood floor in a bed- 
room. Through his exchange work, 
he was able to have all the electrical 
rewiring done at no cost. 

In his own downstairs apart- 
ment, he has relaid all the floors, 
replaced the plaster walls with

some in budget envelopes and de- 
positing the rest in a small checking 
account to meet current bills. These 
payments are spread over the 
month so the family exchequer 
won’t be too badly hit any one 
week. They budget rather fatalis- 
tically. As Anne puts it: 

‘As far as a small income is con- 
cerned, budgets are like New Year’s 
resolutions. They are broken un- 
willingly. A hole in a shoe, a lost 
item, shortage of work—any of 
these can throw things off balance.” 

The older children, both Jack 
and Anne believe, should partici- 
pate in discussions of the ups and 
downs of family financing. When 
work is good, he gives them small 
allowances, but no hard-and-fast 
amount, and pays them for little 
chores like picking berries. He en- 
courages them to make money out- 
side when they can by baby-sitting 
or mowing lawns. “They know 
that if I have it, I will give it to 
them,” Jack says simply. 


This introduction to economics 
has had one splendid result. All 
year, Jack and Anne both put all 
their pennies and dimes into the 
‘Christmas jug.’” When his work is 
good, the children drop in the pen- 
nies and nickels leftover from their 
allowances. They know, as Anne 
points out, that work will be slow 
around Christmastime and the con- 
tents of the jug will be used to buy 
presents for them and their friends.

Latest trick in feeding plants is to mix the fertill 
salts with chopped cellophane. 

The cellophane holds the plant foods and rele 
them slowly. It also acts as a soil amendment anda 
mulch. Scientists at the New Jersey Agricultural Be 
periment Station, where the tests were made, say the 
cellophane-plant-food combination compares favor 
ably with peatmoss as a mulch. 


Bee-safe mite control 


The Dutch have developed a redspider-mite control 
that doesn’t harm honeybees.

A new way to plan a house 
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The inside bathroom (now with F.H.A. ap- 
proval) has been done before, but seldom done 
so well. Here, it’s more than just central loca- 
tion. Two complete bathrooms (blue) are 
backed to plumbing wall of kitchen (yellow). 
Red on plan shows intervals of posts and 
beams around perimeter. 

Five Star Home 2608 offers four bedrooms, 
ineluding track-divided children’s zone. Base- 
mentiless, it has 15)9x12 storage room. Space: 
1,590 square feet. Dimensions: 5814x40. 


cc core, post-and-beam construction, modular plan 
are terms that may not be immediately friendly to you, but 
they can mean a very great—and good—deal to you in any 
future building plans. 

Five Star Home 2608 is planned freely, openly around a 
*‘standardized mechanical core’’—a kitchen wall and two 
bathrooms. All the plumbing in the house is grouped in core 
walls for the most efficient and economical layout of water 
connections, vents, and drain. The heater flue can be set in 
the closet off the core, so you are free to locate a fireplace 
anywhere in the plan. 

The blocks of space that work off the core are 12x12x8 
feet. Based on a 12-foot module (repetition of standard-size 
structural panels), one block of space is called X, so the size 
of the house is described as core plus (so many) X. To apply 
our formula to Five Star Home 2608, we would describe its 
space as core plus 11X, because it has 11 blocks of space of 
approximately 12x12x8. The terrace this size is included

since it is under cover for eventual enclosure as living space, 

The architects used 4x8, standard sheet size of most 
building materials, as a basis for the 12-foot module (3 sheet 
widths, 8 feet or one sheet high). The economies are obvious 
in the use of materials of like sizes, almost entirely eliminat- 
ing costly custom work for wall, floor, and ceiling panels. 
Glass conforms to this unit of measurement, too, so window 
areas do not juggle the standard size of paneling. 


Prst-and-beam construction beautifully relates to this 
modular scheme. Posts and beams are 12 feet on center. Un- 
der this highly flexible system, interior partitions can be lo- 
cated where they serve the best arrangement of space— 
rather than their location rigidly dictated by the need for 
supporting walls. Here, nonsupporting walls are usually 
placed on the module lines, every 12 feet. They can be 
changed or removed for additions. (For more details on 
post-and-beam construction, see page 62.)

The Howards achieved the Oriental look they

In the living room, for instance, long trough 
lighting on one wall turns the corner to highlight a 
handsome collection of Oriental brass on the fire- 
place shelves. In the bedroom, translucent shoji 
panels slide across the windows, are echoed by 
black-framed white walls across the room. 

Part of the transformation was as simple as paint- 
ing furniture black or arranging cherry branches in 
the corner for atmosphere. The result is charming 
rooms done with restraint and with good taste. 
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BEFORE, it was difficult to

BEFORE, living room didn’t have any 
style or decorative theme. Windows were 
small and unrelated in placement. The 
large folding screen was dark and heavy- 
looking in the corner.

AFTER upholstered pieces, window, 
and folding screens had been covered 
with a silky fabric, they had more 
Oriental flavor, and the effect was mere 
unified.

AFTER the remodeling, the bedroom repeated the Oriental style of the living room. 
The same shoji window panels were used — a wonderful idea where both light end pri- 
vacy are needed. The black frames disguise the uneven window level and act as tracks 
for the panels so they can slide all the way back to the corners. Adding a cabinet at 
each end of twin chests provided storage. New top makes them look like one unit. 


A band of mirrors above the beds, next to the ceiling, create the illusion that this wall 
is only a partition with the ceiling running through into the room beyond. Line of black 
strips was continued all wound the room to tie windows and furnishings together 
and “frame” the pictures, making the whole group more important. W hat looks like

Conventional wood framing system — joist and rafter—has ceiling 
joists extending from exterior bearing walls (walls that carry weight of roof) 
to interior bearing partition. Most serious drawback: central bearing wall is 
indispensable, severely hampers room layout. 

Too, roof and wall make-up is complicated. At every window and door open- 
ing, walls must be heavily braced to be structurally safe. 


LOAD-BEARING PARTITION 


In simple terms, post and beam is not unlike the kind 
of “house” you built as a youngster. Toy blocks made 
the posts, and strips of wood, the beams. Beams, in 
turn, supported the roof —cardboard or heavy paper. 
You had no real walls, but neither does post and beam 


—, 


Ideal for flat-roof houses, post and beam is also perfect foil for modular 
planning (design method where space is developed in repeating units of meas- 
ure). Here, house is divided into modules of 8 and 12 feet. allowing use of 
standard-size wall panels around the perimeter. 

Another big advantage: exterior walls can be great view windows set be- 
tween posts — or lightweight wood panels where privacy is important, 


Post and beam: it opens space, frees planning 


In “open” framing, load-bearing walls no longer are needed. Instead, 
posts—most often spaced 4 to 8 feet apart—carry heavy wood beams that 
reach to center ridge beam. Roof and ceiling are one and the same— wood 
planks, insulating roof decking, or stressed-skin plywood panels. 

Result: new planning freedom in which interior walls are in no way tied to 
the structural system. Rooms are planned anywhere you want them.

& Gardens. 

From the Oriental technique, the modern arranger takes 
his preoccupation with line; and from the Traditional bou- 
quet, his interest in variety and beauty of materials. To 
these characteristics, he adds an original and daring use of 
striking colors, bold forms, and unusual textures.

The term “flower arrangement” implies an artistic place- 
ment of plant materials in a receptacle. Your success with 
the modern technique lies in the word “‘artistic.”” There are 
no restrictions or limitations in types of containers or in 
combinations of materials and colors—other than your own 
artistic judgment of what is fitting and harmonious. 

Select your containers to fit agreeably into your own sur- 
roundings. Use plant and other materials that are compan- 
ionable in scale, texture, and form. Put them together with 
imagination and trust. You'll find yourself fashioning ex- 
travagantly simple, Contemporary arrangements as lovely 
as those created for these pages by Jack Daniels.

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Jack Fredric Daniels’ exciting innovations in the 
field of flower arranging have established him as 
the outstanding designer and teacher in the Con- 
temporary school of this creative art. His daytime 
and evening classes at the College of San Mateo in 
San Mateo, California, are attended by enthusias- 
tic amateurs and professionals who range in age 
from 18 to 84. 

Mr. Daniels insists that flower arranging can 
never become a static art because of the universal 
interest and constant experimentation in the field. 
Here we see him placing the finishing touches on a 
summery arrangement of carnations and caladium 
leaves, used imaginatively with fan coral and 
green glass fish floats.

Casaba looks like a jumbo yel- 
low squash, but beneath its sunny 
skin is creamy-white goodness, 
sweet and mild. We show this 
beauty with clusters of cool purple 
grapes. But try it as a salad, too. 
No casabas in your market now? 
Look come peak season in October 
and November. 

Cranshaw is a delightful new 
member of the melon family—a 
cross between Persian and casaba. 
Inside is salmon pink, outside 
green splashed with gold. Flavor’s 
almost spicy—good mixer with 
other fruits in salads and fruit cups. 

Watermelon. In our basket is a 
petite model—takes no more room 
in the refrigerator than a big can- 
taloupe. These modern midgets 
now rival the old-fashioned longies. 

Is it ripe? Wonder how to tell 
when melons are at their luscious 
best? Experts admit it’s tricky. 

Cantaloupes and watermelons 
must ripen in the melon patch— 
not in your kitchen—to be sweet 
and flavorful. But the other kinds 


we’ve talked about ripen nicely off 


the vine—keep them at room tem- 
perature till just right for eating. 

In choosing a cantaloupe, pro- 
duce men say to look at the blos- 
som end—the “button” should be 
smooth, a bit indented, and with 
tiny cracks radiating from it. No 
sign of a stem if the melon was ripe 
when picked. The netting will be 
coarse and stand out; the color be- 
tween will be light yellow with 
gray or green tinge. 

Perfect cantaloupe is firm, but 
honeydew and honeyball, casaba, 
Persian, and cranshaw yield to 
gentle pressure at blossom end 
when ripe. But don’t be fooled by 
softness—another customer may 
have bruised the melon. 

The sniff test is another guide. 
Except for watermelon and casa- 
ba, melons have wonderful aroma 
when ready to eat. 

Ripe honeydew and honeyball 
have creamy yellow skin; casaba 
goes butter yellow; cranshaw turns 
lighter green, dappled with gold. 

“Thumpin’ ripe” is what folks 
say for watermelon. But beware 
you don’t get the signals mixed! A 


juicy, ripe melon gives a dull, 


muffled sound when slapped with 
the palm of your hand—but so 
does a dry one! 

Look for watermelon with a 
pretty figure, fresh green or gray 
color with yellow underside, and 
velvety bloom all over. Best of all 
buy a cut melon or have the dealer 
plug a whole one for you to sample. 
How about a crisp, sweet wedge 
right now?

lem since Jack eats a couple of 
sandwiches on the job, and the chil- 
dren get a school lunch consisting 
of hot soup, a sandwich, milk and 
dessert—for 10 cents. Supper is 
usually stewed beef, liver, or hot 
dogs, plus potatoes, a vegetable, 
and home-baked dessert. 

Anne makes the family’s cakes, 
pies, rolls, and spiced or “fancy 
breads” as Jack calls them. 

Fortunately, the slack times give 
Jack an opportunity to replenish 
the larder in the old-fashioned pio- 
neer way. With a rifle, a $3.75 
hunting license, and $3 for ammu- 
nition, he brings down pheasant, 
partridge, squirrels, rabbits, and 
even an occasional deer. 

Since the family loves fish, he 
combines fun and profit by catch- 
ing trout—rainbow, brook, and 
brown—as well as yellow perch, 
bullhead, and bass. 

Anne gives home permanents to 
the three girls, aged 11, 9, and 7. 
In late spring, the boys, 8 and 4, 
receive those tonsorial scalpings 
known as “butch” haircuts which 
carry them halfway through the 
summer.

With the help of his grandfather’s 
beloved tool chest, Jack thinks he 
can beat at least part of the expense 
involved in acquiring new furnish- 
ings. Little by littlke down in the 
cellar, he is refinishing some bat- 
tered family antiques. He has al- 
ready taken an old bureau and two 
chairs down to the bare wood and 
rerunged and reseated the chairs. 
He is starting on a third antique 
chair, and has just about finished 
the chore of repairing all the furni- 
ture in the two lake cottages owned 
by his mother-in-law and grand- 
mother, where his family summers. 

“I believe that charity starts at 
your home,” Jack says. *‘Next the 
church, then thy neighbor. I do- 
nate one hour’s wage each week for 
these, and try to take care of all the 
extra charities out of the ‘slush 
fund.’ That is my overtime pay, 
whenever I get it, plus a small 
amount from my regular income 
each week.” 


Base directs a Brownie troop at 
the school and finds she has to use 
some of her own money to buy sup- 
plies and equipment. But, with her 
own girls enrolled, she finds it so 
worthwhile that she wishes they 
could afford to give more. 
Recreation is just that; a relaxed

For birthday parties, the 
neighborhood mothers have ar- 
ranged that the invitations stipu- 
late presents are to cost only 50 
cents or $1. When work is slow, the 
guests are asked to bring no birth- 
day presents. 


Jack emphasizes the economical 
aspect of his hunting and fishing to 
such a degree that you suspect may- 
be he has a bit of a guilty con- 
science on the subject. 

‘Really, it has become more of a 
need than relaxation—it means 
food,” he says very seriously. “‘The 
cost for fishing is very low. A li- 
cense, a new line, three packets of 
hooks and, just once in a while, a 
new plug or spoon. I get my own 
bait, and the price is a gallon or 
two of gas. Anyway, we usually 
are already at the lake. Or, if I 
happen to go with my best friend, 
we take turns driving. We fish to 
eat and then think of enjoyment.” 

His hunting, Jack concedes, is 
somewhat more expensive, but he 
points out most of his equipment 
was given to him, and he wears old 
clothing. no fancy hunting outfit.

Gypsum wallboard with battens 


Nail the wallboard to studs, 
staggering nails and keeping 
them as close to joint as pos- 
sible. Let last hammer blow 
dimple the material slightly. 

This “‘countersinks” nail- 
heads below surface. 

You don’t have to tape the 
joints—the 19x3-inch bat- 
tens will cover them. Paint 
wall before nailing on battens. 


Use two battens at corners, 
butt-jointing just edges of 
them so both will be same 
width. Horizontal base and 
ceiling molding (14x3 inches) 
is nailed on first. 

Vertical battens go between 
base and ceiling molding. Nail 
the strips to each stud—24 
inches on center. You may 
have to toenail in “false” 
studs if others are on standard 
16-inch centers.

A finished corner looks like 
this. Because spacing of hor- 
izontal base and ceiling mold- 
ing won’t show, you can lap 
one edge of one strip over the 
face of another.

How to build the “‘saw-tooth”’ wall 


Nail a 2x3 plate to the floor 
and another one to the ceiling 
joists so they both will butt 
against the 2x4 wall framing. 

This provides the base shoe, 
ceiling trim, and the necessary 
support for 14-inch plywood 
or hardboard panels. 

Space nails so panels cover 
them; stain or enamel them 
after they’re in place.

up on naps. 

Meanwhile, Brother had been 
born and he loved naps even up 
through kindergarten. I almost for- 
got my nap problem until Little 
Sister came along. 

She was a wide-awake like her 
older sister. Around her third birth- 
day I began to see she was display- 
ing the same telltale symptoms of 
restlessness. 

I wondered, “‘Was I wrong? Are 
there some children who just don’t 
need daytime rest?” Looking for an 
answer, I searched through several 
authoritative baby books. I ques- 
tioned my pediatrician. What I 
found out agreed with what I al- 
ready believed. 

Children under 5 do need day- 
time rest, if not sleep. A brief, reg- 
ular rest time through kindergar- 
ten and into first grade often is 
beneficial when unaccustomed 
school activity may prove both tir- 
ing and overstimulating. 

My experience with Sister bore 
this out. For, though those after- 
noons without naps seemed an im- 
provement at first, by evening she 
was grumpy and often in tears. 
And these daily symptoms of too- 
tiredness lasted for longer than I 
cared to remember. 

What, then, to do about Little

Sister? As I saw it, my goal should 
be to make the transition between 
naps and no naps a tapering-off 
this time, not a chopping-off. 

But, obviously, in order to secure 
different results, I had to use dif- 
ferent methods. When Little Sister 
began to ask, “Do I have to nap, 
Mommy?”, I was ready. 

Actually, what I did was simple. 
The difference was in approach. 

Though I still said firmly after 
lunch, “Yes, you must rest today, 
even if you can’t sleep,” firmness 
ended there and friendliness began. 
“Starting today,” I planned for 
her, “‘you may rest on Daddy’s big 
bed, not your own. And you and I 
will have a story or game before 
you settle down. 


: i friendliness worked. In the 
excitement of scrambling onto 
Daddy’s big bed and choosing just 
the right story for me to read to 
her, my youngest forgot to grumble 
about the nap part. Once she had 
started resting, she fell asleep. 

She was in the habit of going to 
the kitchen after naptime for a 
snack. Now, some days we went 
before naptime and she selected a 
cookie or cracker or a single piece 
of candy (“nap candy,” we called 
it) to take to bed with her. There it 
lay in delicious glory on the bed- 


side table, while she contemplated 
the pleasure it would give her as 
soon as her nap was over. 

We explored the wonders of the 
small bedroom clock. Though she 
couldn’t tell time, I explained to 
her where the hands would be 
when she could get up. “If you’re 
awake, just get up by yourself,” I 
told her in grown-up tones. 

Sometimes I lay down with her 
briefly at naptime myself. 

Not all days were easy, of course. 
But I found that if I could keep her 
in the right frame of mind, not 
fighting naps but being reasonable 
about them, the battle was half 
won. 

I discovered that the thing to 
avoid is tenseness about this busi- 
ness of sleeping. I’m sure one rea- 
son that Big Sister didn’t sleep was 
that she and I both got into such a 
dither about it. By the time we 
were done fussing over her nap- 
time habits, she was too upset to 
sleep.

All of us were grateful to be

SWITCHES— 


devices that direct and control current—are 
emblematic of constant development, refinement 
of electrical equipment. In the past decade, 
switches that light your home have become more 
attractive, quieter, safer, easier to install, and, 
for what you get, cheaper. Specialization is sell- 
ing switches, too. Here are some available to 
make your home function better electrically. 








Variable light control, like one above, lets 
you choose preferred degree of illumination from 
brilliant to blackout.

WHEN you water any plant, whether a large lilac or small tulip, 
add enough water to moisten all the soil around the roots, For an- 
nuals, this means 8 inches deep. For bigger perennials and small 
shrubs, moisten the soil at least 12 inches deep. 

Except in drouth periods, soil below 12 inches will usually be 
moist. If it isn’t, a thorough soaking will be necessary. 

Shrubs, trees, and a few of the more vigorous perennials draw 
water from deep in the soil, as well as from near the surface. In 
dry summers, soak soil about them at least 18 inches deep to 
supplement natural supplies.

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Annuals, perennials, bulbs: Order bulbs for fall planting. 
Include crocus, snowdrops, scillas, and other small kinds to 
plant in natural group near base of shrubs and in rock gar. 


dens. . . . Cut back zinnias, petunias, sweet alyssum, and 
similar annuals at least halfway for a second crop of good 
blooms. . . . In the Amarillo area, plant Canterburybells, 


sweet williams, delphiniums, and other biennial and peren- 
nial flowers. Wait until the latter part of the month to start 
them in the Waco area. . . . Lift crowded iris and daylily 
clumps. Divide and reset after the first good rain, or soak 
soil in advance to make digging easier. . . . In the Phoenix 
area, sow China pinks, portulaca, Drummond phlox, and 
other hardy annuals for late fall blooms.

and other shrubs. Root them in clean sand or vermiculite. 

. Water rose beds deeply every week during hot, dry 
weather. Stop feeding by August 1, but keep on dusting or 
spraying with a rose pesticide until frost. . . . Check new 
growth on rhododendrons and other plants for aphids. Spray 
with malathion or nicotine sulfate. 

Annuals, perennials: Feed and water chrysanthemums 
regularly, and spray at 10-day intervals. . . . Plant Madonna 
lily, English and Spanish iris, Autumn crocus, hardy cycla- 
men, and colchicums. . . . Lift, divide, and reset old clumps 
of Oriental poppies, bleeding hearts, lilies-of-the-valley, 
primroses, and coralbells. 

Vegetables: Sow seed of endive, spinach, beets, carrots, 
kohlrabi, and lettuce for fall vegetables. . . . Side-dress young 
vegetables with a complete plant food, and then water as 
needed to encourage vigorous fall growth. 

Fruits: Peg tips of blackberry, raspberry, and other bram- 
bles to the ground to root new plants for next season. 
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Rake and level the soil. Remove all 
the clods. Make a good seed bed. 

Sow the seed at the rate of 4 to 5 
pounds per 1,000 sq. ft. Be sure your 
grass seed is suitable for your lawn as 
far as sun or shade goes. To get even 
distribution of the grass seed, mix it 
with sand and use a plant food 
spreader. If sowing by hand, sow 
half the seed lengthwise on your lawn 
and the other half crosswise. With a 
leaf rake, cover the seed very lightly. 








Use a light roller to imbed seed. If 
a roller isn’t available, use a tamper 
or a wide board. This step is essential. 

Water with a fine spray. Water it 
thoroughly after planting and con- 
tinue to keep surface moist until ger- 
mination has taken place. 

You probably will not have to cut 
the new lawn this fall. In fact, it’s 
better if you do not cut it. Let it grow.

For the South: Are you putting in a winter lawn? Nothing improves 
the appearance of the Southern home like a winter lawn. You'll do 
this when the Bermudagrass turns brown.

Mow the permanent grass closely and 
remove the clippings.

How to install playroom 
panels 


Perforated hardboard, corkboard, 
and “blackboard” panels (they’re 
215x4 feet) are fastened to gypsum 
wallboard-batten wall by means of 
dadoed strips which interlock. 

You'll need four of these strips for 
each panel. For corkboard panel, 
laminate sheet cork, (or cork floor- 
ing tile) to 14-inch plywood. 

Blackboard panel is sheet of 4- 
inch plywood painted with black- 
board enamel you can buy. 





Center 2x3 dadoed strips across bat- 
tens, inserting scrap pieces of batten 
material under each end of strips for 
“blocking” and nailing. 

The 2x3s must be level. . . the dis- 
tance apart is determined by posi- 
tion of the interlocking strips. The 
panels are interchangeable. 





Glue and/or brad perforated-hard- 
board, corkboard, and blackboard 
panels to 1x3 dadoed strips that 
match the ones you fastened to wall. 
Make sure they align before you 
permanently fasten them to panels. 
Fit top strip first, then clamp and 
fasten on bottom one so dado in it 
corresponds with the dado in strip 
fastened to wall. The 2x3s should be 
positioned about 3 feet apart.

story or game before naps, the ex- 
cursions to the kitchen, the gig- 
gling over shared jokes as I lay on 
the bed beside her—in these ex- 
periences we achieved a new close- 
ness and understanding. 

I know now that it’s not so un- 
usual for some 3-year-olds to want 
to stop taking naps. By the age of 4, 
more children than ever resist 
them. By 5, it is the rare child who 
still wants his nap. That leaves 
most of us parents with a going-ofl- 
naps problem sometime between 
the ages of 3 and 5. 

How much sleep does the pre- 
schooler of 3 to 5 need? This varies 
greatly. We have to study our own 
children and act accordingly. 

The average total amount of 
sleep required daily for these ages 
is about 12 hours, with the child 
just turned 3 probably needing 
more and the child going on 6 
needing less. The nap for the 3 
year-old who still sleeps in the day- 
time should be at least an hour. 

Several times, I checked Sister's 
sleeping habits when she was 3. 
She averaged 12 hours out of the 
24 pretty regularly. Apparently she 
wasn’t short on sleep—naps or no 
naps. I suspect this is true of a lot 
of children. However, they still 
need extra rest. ; 

Even now, though Little Sisters 
older, there are still summer days 
when I think it wise for her to rest 
some, rather than play in the heat 
After an illness, I may want her 
take rest periods till she regains her 
pep.

Remote, multicontrol, low-voltage switching system 
is a big title, but it’s one of wiring’s biggest advances. (Our 
long descriptive title is a composite of trade names for this 
new setup.) Each part of that name means something: 

Switching system in this case means the room plate you 
touch activates an unseen switch, instead of you doing it by 
hand. When you click a conventional switch, it interrupts 
current flow to an outlet, or lets it resume. You’re operating 
a sturdy electric gate capable of containing 110 volts. Wire 
heavy enough to carry this runs through switch. 

The new switching system merely notifies relay, and 
switch you've selected is operated. To do this takes no more 
current than your doorbell—25 volts. That’s why it’s... 

Low voltage. Advantages are obvious. Dangerous shock is 
impossible. Inexpensive wire no thicker than pencil lead is 
used instead of costly, pencil-thick wire in conventional sys- 
tems. This wire’s easy to draw through walls. It’s incon- 
spicuous enough to leave exposed along molding—like 
phone line. Fire hazard from animal gnawing or frayed line 
is greatly diminished. These cheaper wires, leading to a hid- 
den bank of relay switches, make possible . . . 

Multicontrol of individual outlets. To control a light from 
two points by conventional switching means two full 110- 
volt switches with doubled 110-volt wire between. Trying to 
control something like a lighting system from several parts of 
house with heavy wiring, three- or four-way switches would 
be quite expensive. Since you control from different points, 
it’s easy to include a master... . 

Remote control for all the major electrical conveniences 
in and around the house. This is usually located in master 
bedroom (front hall seems second choice) where all lights 
can be securely turned off at night, or suddenly turned on. 
Other tricks that are possible from bed: controlling music, 
starting coffee in morning, prewarming bathroom heat unit.
